Will they alſo put vnder the thader of their 
 curſſeÞ holy fathers, whiche vſed an other trãſlation than 
it? Oꝛ what impietie oz diſcomoditie hath it, if men haue 
acceſſe to the ſpzinges of the Þebzewe 4 Greeke tongue, 
wherin themyſteries of the heauenly doctrine are wzitte? | 
Unto the which S. Auguſtine bath diligently admoni⸗ 
ſhed vs oftentimes to haue recourſe and acceſſe, | | 
Gut thep manifeſtly declare their minde and if it were 
but in this decree onely, in y they deſire to pzohibite all 
thoſe that are ſtudious of the heauenly doctrine, from the | 
entrance to the knowledge therof,left the erro2s,and im⸗ 
pletfes with which the church of Rome hath hitherto vn⸗ 
der the moſte thicke darkeneſſe bene ſiche , ſhoulde be 
bzought to light. | 

8 Fo2 as muche as the Synode of Trent denieth that cd 

y. cupiſcence is in very deve ſinne, not withſtanding, neither 
Deer. i. bauing any regard, that the Apoſtle calleth it ſinne, what 
would it not permit in thinges moze obſcure to oppꝛeſſe 
Exod. xx and tread downe the truth. The , ſayeth manifeſtly. | 


Deut. vi. Thou ſhall not luſt, And the law pzohibiteth nothing but 
Rom. vii. ſinnes, It ther foze luſt be not in very dede of the number 
N f of ſinnes, it can not be pꝛohibited, A the commaundement 
14 of the Loꝛd twice with ſo great ſeueritye repeated is in 
bayne, Agapne I ſaye that theſe good holy fathers wyll 
thinke that there is notbyng not lawfull vato them , ir 
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the faithfull Goulde graunt vnto them ſo manifeſt an er⸗ 

rour and ſacriledge. 

Lykewyſe alſo that opinion is repugnaunt to the docs S,. vi. 
trpne of Chziſt and of the Apoſtles, which they go aboute 

by the thunder of curſyng to eſtabliſhe, theyz falſe(J ſape) 

and vngodlpe opinion concernyng humane ſtrength and 
freewill:namely that free will is not extinguiſhed though 

it be appap2ed and diminiſhed, When we were dead vn- 4 
to ſynnes (layeth the Apottle)he hath quickened vs toge ⸗EYbeſ n. 
ther with Chzill:loone howe much a dead man is able to 
accomplyſhe to recouer co2pozall lyfe, ſo much doth the A⸗ 

poſtle attribute to mans ſtrengthe in hys conuerſion to 

God, And Chzilt ſayth: Without me ye can doe nothyng. 

And to the Cozinthians the Apoſtle wziteth : we are not J0%% xv. 
able to thinke any chyng of our ſelues, as ot oute ſelues. ii. Cor. ini. 
Agapnſte theſe moſte manifeſt teſttmonyes, bytauſe they 

would attribute ſomewhat to mans ſtrength, they are not 
aſhamed to diminyſhe the grace of God, whiche both 
chaungeth and moueth the will of the cleces to obep the

— the ſame end alſo tendeth the. vil. Canon of p ſame 
Seſſion, where in the wozkes done without fayth, iuſtifie Rom xa 
from ſinne, contrary to the manifeſte ſentence of Paule _ 
whiche ſapeth : Mhatſoeuer ts not of fapth is ſynne, and 
thoſe which with the Apoſtle thinke other wyſe they ſtrike 
with they; curſe. 

In the. rit. Canon they vtterly ouerth;owe the hed and 
foundation ofthe doctrine of the Goſpell, and they robbe 
afflicted conſciences of the onlpcomfozt whiche they haue 
in þ bloud of Chzilt. Foz they manifeſtly cõdemne althoie 

thynke Þ our ryghteouſnes befoze god is p confidence in 
mercy of god fo2geuing ſins fo Chziſt s ſatie, The po; TIP 
vnto the Nom. wziteth:vnto him which wozketh — Rom. iii. 
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Decrees and Canons 
but beleueth in him wbich tuſtifyeth the wicked, his fapth

ed vnto righteouſncTe. And agapne. Therefoze 
we are tuſtifyed by fapth, that the pzomes ſhould be firme 
accozding to grace. And Dauid ſapth:bleſſedis the mã very 

to who the Lozd hath not imputed ſinne, And in an other 
place the ſame 2poſtle ſayeth : Sy grace you are ſaued, 
thꝛough fapth,and that not of pour ſelues, foꝛ it is p gifte 
of God,not by woꝛkes, leaſte any man ſhould boaſte. But 
what nede we to bzing fozth many teſtimonies of þ ſctip⸗ 
ture, when as the P2zophets do eucry where teach that the 
whole conſidcration of our righteouſneſſe is to be ſought 
fo2 in the mercy of God applied by fayth foz Chziſts ſake? 
In the knowledge of himſelte ſhall my righteous ſeruant 
luſtifte many,and he ſhall beare their iniquityes : There 
is no other name vnder heauen geuen vnto men, wherin 
we ought to be made ſafe. This doctrine of Chziſt, of the 
Pꝛophetes and of the Apoſtles concerning the free remiſ⸗ 
ſion of ſinnes by faith foꝛ Chꝛiſtes ſake, in dis only paſCis 
and death, and veterly obtepned foꝛ vs by his obedience, 
the Councell of Trent condemneth as erronigus , hereti⸗ 
call and deuiliſhe. þ< 

Mherkoze howſoeuer they ſhould graunt vnto bs all 
other thinges,and ſhould in all thinges come to our opi⸗ 
nion, pet can there be no agreement made betwene vs x 
them, ſo long as they perſeuere in thts their wicked opini⸗ 
on, which (as I haue ſayd)vtterly ouerthzoweth the chife 
bead and foundatton of the doctrine of the Goſpell. 

o leſſe impiety hath the 13. Canon wherein we are 
taught by reaſon of our infirmitie 4 bnaptnes, continual- 
ly to doubt of the remiſſion of ſinnes bekoꝛe God. 

But this opinion is fepugnant to the maniteſte teſti⸗ 
monies of the Stripture, and alſo to the definitis and na⸗ 
ture offapyth. #02 to beleue is nothyng ells, than fpzmelp 
and aſſuredly to appoynte and not to doubt, and with cas 
fidence to gengalſent:and by y meancs doubtpng is con⸗

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trary vnto faith.Uherfoze whe we are bidden fo beleue, 
we are pꝛohibited to doubt. Kepent(ſayth Chzift) and be- x4,,4, 


leue the Goſpell, And of Abꝛaham it is waitten : and he i 


was not weake in faith, nepther coſidered he his own bo- 
dy whiche was nowe dead, gc. But he doubted not at the 
pꝛomiſe of God thozough vnbelief, but was made ſtrõg 


ln kaith, geuing the glozy to God, being fully aCured,that 


he whiche had pꝛomiſed, was alſo able to do it. And ther⸗ 
foze it was imputed vnto him vntorighteouſneſſe. Jam „ „ 
aſſured ſapth Paul Þ neither death no2 lyfe,4c, noꝛ any o⸗ 
ther creature can ſeperate vsfrom the loue of God, which 


is in Chzaiſt Jeſus our Lozd. He w2itcth alſo vnto þ Cphe Fyhe. iii 
llans. In whome we haue boldneſſe and entrance with 
conkidence thoꝛough faith. And James ſaſth. Let him aſhe 


(ſapeth he ) with faith, nothing doubting, foz be which 7e. 


doubteth, is like vnto a wane of the ſea , whiche lo moucd 
and caried about of the wynde: let not that man therfoze 
thinke that he cã receaue any thing of the Lo2d. Alſo: Let Heb ich 
vs therefoze go boldly vnto the thzone of his grate, ß we! 1 
map obteine mercp, a find grace to helpe in tyme of nede. 


Theſe and line teſtimonies of the holy ſcripture, teach, 
that by no meanes we ought to put doubt o2 diffidence in 
the mercy of God towarde vs, and of the obtepnement of 
remiſſio of our ſinnes. but we muſt firmelp ſettle our ſel⸗ 
ues without any doubting oz diſtraſt, that thozough faith 
our ſinnes are foꝛgeuen vs by the free niercy of God foz 
Chꝛiſtes ſake. 

But in that they adde: hauing no regarde to our owne 
infirmitie 02 bnapteneſſe, theſe holy fathers will not in 
dede haue vs to doubt of the pzomiſes of God, whiche is 
moſt tertaine and mo firme, and abideth alwapes in one 
ſo2te,but it we looke vpon our owne infirmitie in graun⸗ 
ting 8 perſeuering, foꝛ this our infirmitie ( ſap) we mult 
continually doubte ſo long as we liue here.

contraryly to affirme 4 defend donbting, is to take away 
faith. to abzogate the pꝛomiſes of the Goſpel, and vtter 
ly to blot it out of thehartes of men. | 
The like pernitious erro2 is ſtabliſhed in the 18.Cans, | 
That a man being tuſtified,and ſet in grace, may perfect- 
le fulfil the law of God, Fo2 although the regenerate do 
reteaue theholp ghoſt, yet continually,as long as we liue

Apoſtles dpd ſo)that the lay men are by the pzecept of god 
bound vato the ble of the cup, let hym be accurſed. Thou 
ſeeſt Chaiſtian Reader the ſteppes of Antichziſt, who ex⸗ 


led hys wozſhippyng ; He that ſeeth not theſe thynges is 
moze than blinde. 

Farther tbat which is here ſayd of the neceſſitye of ſal- 
nation, let the Counſell knowe, that here is not diſputed 
of ſingulare caſes(as they call them) whiche map happen 
thozough the imbecillitve of men, oꝛ by any other chaunce 
bnlooked fog. Foz it ts moſt tertapne, that euen as in the 
pꝛimatpue church many were ſodenly dzawen tomartpz-

UWherefoze ther is no cauſe why yeſhould any moze exti⸗ 

nuate their authozity, which in the mpndes of manpe(the 
truth of the Goſpel being reuealed) is fallen away, Bzing 
pe foꝛth a text of the ſcripture:foz the faithful wil not any 
monꝛe be ſatiſfied with pour Piters. 
Sir tlyꝛit ſhould be an occaſion of ſeditions and ſets in

tion, ot faith and woozkes,ofthe ſacramentes,and ſpecials 
ly ofthe Euchariſt and CSmanton vnder both kyndes:thcr 
is no pzouiſion madefoz meete Piniltcrs foz Churches, 
but vngodlpe decrees are confirmed, wherein againſte the 
woozd of God is p2ohibited the martage of Pꝛieſtes, vn⸗ 
pure ſole iyfe is obtruded, and the church and the court of 
Rome are made free from al errour : and it is pꝛouided foz 
the biſhop of Rome by the ſelfe ſame Canons being repea- 
ted, that no man ſhoulde pzeſume once to repzehende boys 
errours, much leſſe to cozrece and amende them. 

By all which thinges as well our men, which haue of 
late departed from the papiſticall court, as alſo enen thep 
which are ſtyll addicted vato the papiſtical religion, maye 
vnderſtand, that there can nothing bee hoped foxof the pa⸗ 
piſtical Counſels,that map ſerue foz the taking awape of 
ſuperſtitions,errours and abuſes out of the Churche, and 
foz the refozmation ofthemaners ofthe Clergy, 

But fazaſmuche as by all mens iudgement, the refoz- 
mation ofdocrine and maners is moſt neteſſarpe, and the 
ſame ca by no meanes be obtained of the biſhop of Romes 
counſel (who leaſt they ſhould ſeme to haue erred, wpl not 
geue place euen in the leaſt thing) it (snedeful that kinges 
and Pꝛinces do deniſe ſome other waye and meanes to ſet 
an vnitp in religion, it in caſe thep wpll pzouſde foz thepz 
oon ſaluation, and the ſaluation of their ſubſectes , Unto 
whom 3 commit ſuch ſo great a matter, and ſo neceſſacp, 
moze deepelp to be conſidered and wapghed. And let them 
remember their vocatis and office, that God hath not pꝛe⸗ 
r un oucr dis Churche as Swpneberds and Cows 
R. lii. herdeg 
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der des, only to kepe publique peace and tranquſſ{pe, ard 
to adminiſter wllice, but alſo to be nurcpng fathcrs vnta 


the churche of God, as it is weirten:Anv Kynges ſhall be 


thy nurcyng Fathers, and Quenes thy nurces. And in the 
Plalme: lift vp pour gates, pe Pꝛinces, and be xe lifte vp 
pe etetnall gates, and the King ofgloave ſhall enter in. 
A hereloꝛe ſeing they ſee the Pope ſo negleaing they; 
one ſaluation and alſa the ſaluation of their ſabieaes, 
that by beapcs' be lcadeth greate number ok people into 
hell, let them take vpon themſel nes thys godly care, and 
confpame themſelues accozding to the example of Godipt 
Kinges and Emperonres,wbich tudged that it pertapned 
to their office to apply them (clues bnto this govlye care, 
that idolatrye being aboliſhed. , and bygbe places bzoken 
dolone, the true woogſhipping of God mpght be reſtozed, 
as in the old Teſtament we reade of Aſa, Joſlas, and'@- 


gechlas, and in the newe Tellament ol the godly Empe⸗ 
rours Couſtantine, The odoſius, and ſuch lyke, by whoſe 


authoʒitye moſt waightye controuerſies of religion were 
moſt grauelp, attoꝛding to the woaʒd ot God, decided and 
quicted, when as the tyꝛt ann ef the Papacy was not pet 
knobwen vnto the Charche of God. And the waye is not 
hard, ſo that godiy Pꝛainces would with ont mutuall cons 
ſent take the matter in hand, that by the diligence of godly 
and learned men, the doctrines of the Chtircd map be pars 
ged from al errours and ceremonies, being reduced vats 
the rule of faith, might be clenſed from al ſuperſtittun 
. Whereas Iſapy that it houlde'be: e withthe ns 
tual conſent of pꝛinces, the ſamphalfo cauſe chicks 
ly be very neeef{ary,leaſt whileft cbat al ſingular perſens 
doo at their pleaſures abꝛogate cexemonies and ritea, ther 


i he baought iu into the Church Anarchia: no leſſe perilous 
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meanes the purenes of doctrine ſhoulde eaſelye be cozrups 
ted, and Churches ſhould be ſenered and dzawe into ſun⸗ 
dꝛy ſectes and opinſons , whypch Churches by a legitimate 
authozity might be kept in their due obedlence. 

But hitherto nepther is the houre come, nc ther hath 
this day ſhined foozth, whoſe bzightnes pet we ſeme a far 
of to beholde, Foz J verely beleue that not onelpe God in 
heauen, but alſo in a maner the whole wozld lotheth at the 
impietp and tpꝛannp of the pontifical court, which alreas 
dy is decaied, and thzeatencth a moſt great ruine vnto the 
kingdome of the Pope. The Loꝛde God and father of our 
Lo2d Jeſus Chziſt,of his cle mencp delpuer hys elect (mh6 
he hath diſperſed in this 1Babtion)from al errour ot il), 

and bꝛyng them to hys ſonne thzough the knowledge 
of the Goſpel, that they foꝛſaking the intollerable 
poke of the Biſhop of Rome, map ſubmpt 
and ſubdue them ſelues vnto the 
moſte ſweete poke of
